Poole Harbour, the “ Haven Pool ” of Hardy’s novels, is 
about seven miles long and at some points four miles 
broad, its total area being estimated at some ninety miles. 
Poole, situated on its northern side, is one of the largest 
towns of Dorset, and is a port of considerable importance. 
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
